Let us understand the concept of leela. What is leela? 

Leela is Shri Thakorjis daily activities that are going on continuously as we speak. 

It is believed every Vaishnav has a name in Leela and has some activity set for him/her in Leela. 

About Rajobai Kshtarani - 

Rajobai is one of the 84 vaishnavs who were initiated into pushtimarg by Shri Vallabhacharya Ji. 
Known by the name of Ratikala in Thakorjis leela. 

Ratikala is assigned the activity of preparing offerings for Shri Swaminiji (Shri Radhaji) in Leela. 
Ratikala always desired to actually serve food to Shri Swaminiji. 

However that activity of serving food has already been assigned to Shri Lalitaji. 

In order to fulfil this wish of serving food to shri Swaminiji she reincarnated in this world as Rajobai 
Kshtarani and she got to server food to Shri Vallabhacharya Ji. 

Shri Vallabhacharya Ji is Shri Swaminiji herself. Rajobai Kshtarani would serve dinner to Shri 
Vallabhacharya Ji everyday with a lot of care and devotion.

Left part of the stage is Shri Vallabhs house where a feast is taking place to mark the death 


anniversary of his father Shri laxman Bhattji. 10 to 20 Brahmins are sitting in row to have the 


feast. 10 to 20 Vaishnavs are standing watching. Shri Vallabh is present. 


Right part of the stage is Shri Rajobai Kshtarani’s house where she is doing house work. 


ACT 1 CURTAINS RAISED 


Narrator Two: 

Several Brahmins have gathered at Shri Vallabh’s house to attend the lunch provided in 
memory Shri Vallabhs father Shri Laxman Bhattji. In order to mark Shri Laxman Bhattji’s death 
anniversary. However it is noticed that Ghee is in shortage. More Ghee would be required to 
feed all the Brahmins gathered for the lunch. 





Ek Vaishnav: 

Dandvat Kripanath, we are noticing a shortage of Ghee, what should we do next to proceed with 
the Lunch activities? 

Shri Vallabh: 

Go to Rajo’s house and request her to give some Ghee for the Lunch activities. 

Narrator Two: 

The Vaishnav goes to Rajo’s house as per Shri Vallabhs Instructions. 

Ek Vaishnav: 

Jai Shri Krishna Rajo. 

Rajobai: 

Jai Shri Krishna Vaishnav. 

Ek Vaishnav: 

Rajobai, Shri Vallabh has asked for Ghee. 

Rajobai: 

Why does Shri Vallabh ask for Ghee? 

Ek Vaishnav: 

Today is the death anniversary of Shri Laxman bhattji, several Brahmins have been invited for 
lunch and a shortage of Ghee has arose. That is why Shri Vallabh ask for Ghee. 

Rajobai: 

I do not have any Ghee. Please go and tell Shri Vallabh. 

Narrator Two: 

The Vaishnav returns to Shri Vallabhs and informs him. 

Ek Vaishnav: 

Maharaj, Rajo does not have any Ghee. 

Shri Vallabh: 

Go to Rajo again and ask her for Ghee, be stern this time. 

Narrator Two: 

The Vaishnav returns to Rajo. 

Ek Vaishnav: 

Rajo, Shri Acharyaji is sternly asking this time for Ghee. 


Rajobai: 

I do not have any Ghee, from where do I give? 

Narrator Two: 

Vaishnav returns to Shri Vallabh with Rajo’s reply. Finally they arranged for Ghee from 
elsewhere and continued with the lunch activities.

It is night time and Shri Vallabh is sitting under a tree, other vaishnavs are standing nearby for 
seva, Rajo Bai comes with Dinner, Shri Vallabh is upset with Rajo Bai so he is sitting facing 
opposite to Rajo Bai. 


ACT 2 CURTAINS RAISED 


Rajobai: 

Maharaj, we souls are filled with sins, what is my fault that you are sitting faced away from me 
and I am not getting your darshan? 

Shri Vallabh: 

Rajo today is Shri Laxman Bhattji’s death anniversary, brahmins were invited to have lunch, why 
did you not part with some Ghee? 

Rajobai: 

Maharaj, I did not have Ghee. 

Shri Vallabh: 

Then how were you able to prepare this dinner today? 

Rajobai: 

Maharaj, there is abundance of Ghee in your house itself, why did you not use that Ghee? 





Shri Vallabh: 

That is Ghee here is for Shri Thakorji’s seva purpose. 

How can I use that for other activities not related to Thakorjis seva? 

Rajobai: 

Maharaj, the ghee in my house is for your seva, whom I consider above Shri Thakorji. 

So how can I use the Ghee meant to prepare your dinner for other activities not related to Shri 
Vallabh’s seva? 

I know you asked for the Ghee to test me. I have gained this knowledge and power to 
understand and use samagri for seva purpose by your blessing Shri Vallabh. 

You Shri Vallabh are the one sitting in my heart and imparting me with knowledge always. 

It was you who was sitting in my heart who guided me to the decision of not giving the Ghee for 
non seva purpose. 

Narrator Three: 

Shri Vallabh was very happy listening to this reply from Rajo Bai and turned to face her, giving 
her darshan. Then Rajo served dinner to Shri Vallabh 

Rajobai: 

Maharaj, kindly accept this dinner. 

Narrator Three: 

Shri Vallabh was hesitant to have dinner since it was the day to remember the ones who had 
passed away. Rajo requested Shri Vallabh to accept dinner in leela swaroop and not worldly 
swaroop. Since these restrictions do not apply in leela. Looking at Rajo’s request Shri Vallabh 
accepts the dinner. 

Such were the blessings of Shri Vallabh on Rajobai Kshtarani. Words are not enough to 
describe the bhaav of her story.
